And here is more from Bob Cooper regarding James Gould: “Gould was unique, driven by 
his huge skills and opportunity offered by his employment at GM’s DELCO (Remy) plant 
near Kokomo. He had selected the 28 tube super chassis from Mattison (Silver Rocket 
630 chassi featuring Syncromatic Tuning) and proceeded to give the receiver a special 
few features. The 4 IF stage (plus switchable in/out cascade design booster) in the 
original design became switch selectable 5 or 6 IF stages with user tuneable IF 
bandwidth. His testing room used 312 mile distant KFVS (Cape Girardeau, Mo) which led 
to a thorough appreciation for TV DXing. He kept detailed logs of new circuits against 
reception quality and when his highly modified receiver could tune in KFVS 24/7 he knew 
he was onto something. This possibly explains the VUD cover with the stacked quad of 
yagis. He quickly rose from tech at Delco to full engineer in charge of product 
development. On my visits to Kokomo over the early 60s | knew if | wanted sleep it would 
have to precede arrival! On one trip | was going onto Syracuse to be the guest of TACO

antennas - Bob Seybold’s arrays of choice. The regional airline had oversold (yes common then too) and 
believe it or not | and perhaps 5 others STOOD in the aisleway to get to Pittsburgh!

TV DX HIGHLIGHTS 


How is it November already? We’re not entirely sure. Soon, the leaves will 
have fallen off the trees in a lot of places, if they haven’t already. But that 
doesn’t mean tropo chances are over. In fact, we’ve seen a real nice 
resurgence in the eastern part of the continent as October concluded. The 
first half of November weather-wise looks to stay relatively mild, perhaps 
suitable for more chances. 


Some of the best activity occurred on the 27™ of October, as Steve Rich's 
Milford autologger site and Jeff Rostron in Doylestown, OH logged WAPT-DT- 
21 Jackson, MS at distances close to 600 mi. 


FM DX HIGHLIGHTS 


The distances weren’t historic, but one of our favorite openings to see 
happen this year was on the evening of the 25". Tropo was reported from 
the Niagara/Toronto and Buffalo/Western New York areas into the DMV 
region (DC/MD/VA). This, in my time observing such things, is an 
exceptionally rare path over the Applachians. Even more fascinating is the 
signals reported, including by Bill Hepburn and Jon Hamilton in ON and 
Jerry Bond in NY, were strong! There were a couple reports of the path in 
reverse, including by David Pierce and Lee Costic in VA. 


LOOKING AHEAD 


Eventually, maybe around mid-month, the weather will turn, and, unless 
you’re blessed with the band conditions to take advantage of meteor 
scatter, there won’t be much to DX at the northern latitudes for a while. 
For now though, during these dry, pleasant early November days, keep an 
eye or ear to the dials.
